But it may well be doubted whether an 
immediate and geueral revolutionary movement 
is possible, for while war is going on the ins- 
tinct of national self-proservation seems to 
keep down rebellion even in States whose gene 
ral condition makes for revolutiun. 

The fall of Port Arthur has no doubt 
been a great factor in bringing about the 
present orisis, for it has brought home to 
the people the real position of affairs 
in the Far Kast, which has hitherto been 
obscured by the mendacious optimism of an 
inspired Press. They see tuat trade is 
falling, that employment is evermore scarce, 
that factories are closing, and that a state of 
semi-starvation exists in mauy rural districts ; 
and they ask themselves for what purpose is 
this war? Their own country is not threaten- 
ed, and like the rest of the world they canuot 
understand what business their Government 
has in Manchuria at all. Accordingly they 
dotest this unnecessary war, and their feeling 
is shown in the increasing difficulty which the 
Russian War Utfice experiences in getting the 
Reservists tojoin the colors. But tuere are 
even graver elements of disaffection at work 
among othergreat sections ofthe pupulation, be- 
sides the actual Russians themselves. ‘The last 


* | ten years has seen the growth within Russiaot s 
- | vast number of political enemies to the Kussian 


Government. ‘Ihe policy of forcible Kusatfi- 
cation has been carried out relentlessly, and 
apparently successfully, but not wichuut much 
heart-burning. The best known case is that 


. {of Finland, but other non-Kussiau nationalities 


have suffered almost as much. ‘The Finns 
cannot revolt, but it is impossible to doubt 
that the dearest wish of the majority of 
the population is to escape from the iron 
circle of the Empire which is oppressing 
them. The Poles remain, as always, irre 
concilable, even though they may consider 
that the, Russian Government treats them 
better than does the German. ‘These cases are 
patent ; bat it must also be remembered that 
the Russification of the Baltic provinces, and 
the cold shoulder shown to the German and 
Lutheran elements in those districts, have 
produced anything but loyaity and confidence 
in an important, if numerically small, class. 
Something of the same kind bas been going on 
on the other side of the Empire. The Arme- 
nians were once held in great esteem in Russia, 
Loris Melikhof actually rising to the very 
highest place in the bureaucracy. Nov, 
however, the Armenians receive little fa- 
vor, and the whole property of the Ar- 
menian Church in Russia has been con: 
fiscated in order to force them to enter the 
Orthodox Communion. The Armenians bear 
the persecution ‘ill, and must now be counted 
among the disaffected sub-nationalities in Rus- 
sia. Lastly, there are the Jews. With the mass- 
acre of Kishineff before their eyes, and the 
whole terrible story of the Anti-Jewish move- 
ment, can we wonder that they are restless and 
unfriendly? But in Russia the disaffection of 
the Jews does not mean, as it would in France 
or Germany, the disaffection of a small, if 
powerful, body. It means the hostility of severa! 
millions of men concentrated in a special ares. 
The fact is that in Russia just now only 
the Slavonic and Tartar elements are allowed 
to come to the front, while the men of the 
other nationalities, unless they become mem: 
bers of the Orthodox Church, are depressed, 
and even persecuted. As a result, the politica! 
power of Russia and her admiuistrative eth 
ciency” have greatly suffered, while at the 
same time a sense of oppression has invaded 
bodies of men who in a former geueration 
were good Russians. Never, indeed, has the 
political folly of persecution, civil and _reli- 
gious, been made more plain. In addition to 
these dangers of a racial nature must be 
reckoned those which come from the growth 
of Socialism and Nihilism within the Kussian 
body politic. The Russian Nihilist may be less 
dangerous than he was; but the growth 
of Socialism and of iiberal ideas has beeu 
steadily progressing. And the Russian revo- 
lationary does not do things by halves. The 
man who wants revolution in Russia does n0t
